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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner has summarized the arguments 
and responds to them. The applicant argues in substance A) Fishman does not teach or suggest a mobile gateway with mass memory, B) 
Fishman does not teach a hand held mobile gateway, C) Fishman and Coffman do not disclose the bluetooth protocol being used and D) 
The increased flexability for receiving and utilizing multi-user data as described by the specification is not realized by the combination of 
Fishman and Coffman. 

In response to A) and B), Fishman teaches the use of portable devices which can be mobile gateways. For example, a mobile gateway 
can be anyone of laptop, pda, cell phone, etc. Each of which contains more than a cache memory as well as being hand held (see col 4, 
lines 18-39). In response to C) and D), the limitations of flexibility and bluetooth are not found in the claims as currently presented. 
Claimed subject matter not the specification is the measure of the invention. Disclosure contained in the specification cannot be read into 
the claims for the purpose of avoiding prior art.
